Bodies Recovered. 


LITTLETON, Ala.,. April 8.—One 


hundred and eighteen- men are tonight 
entombed m the Banner coal mine, nesi* 
here, following » terrific explosion 
early this morning. Three bodies have 
been recovered. 


The fatal afterdamp which followed 


the explosion has so far kept the res- 
cuers from penetrating the mine, al- 
though they have been far enough inti 
the interior to see • gruesome pile ef 
human bodies—huddled together neai* 
the shaft, it is estimated that about 
20 corpses are in this pile.

likely to be an increase of insurance rates 
which in the aggregate -would be more 
costly th««i the improvements planned. 


If the bonds are voted it is proposed to 


extend to Hancock Street, in the extreme 
eastern part of the city, the 16-inch main 
which now runs from the Htghlme reservoir 
on -the Mesa to Tejon Street. This main, 
together with a comprehensive system of- 
valves, would provide adequate 'pressure 
'Tor the North End and also for the rapidly 
growing eastern and northeastern sections 
of the city, which are located on higher 
ground and have totally insufficient pres- 
sure.

Chief Tukeoma Is a type of the In- 


dian of the old school; the aboriginal 
"man who stands still" and Impas- 
sively lets the march of civilization's 
progress pass him by. He does not 
want the new fanglcd Inventions twhich 
the white man would foist upon him. 
Like the inlanders of China, he has 
no wish to depart by the width of his 
moccasin from the beaten track of the 
forefathers. 
He prefers Infinitely the

Maps are being made ot 
thApo jreas^_wj)ich will be rigidly 
quarantined, and. while trying in 
this way to prevent the spread of 
the ants, their existing colonies will 
be attacked with bisulphide of car- 
bon and other destructive a'genta, in 
the hope of wiping them out alto- 
gether. 


It Is a very serious problem. All 


California Is beginning to "worry. 
about it 
Already the insect has 


become a most serious' pest in 
Louisiana, and there Is every pros' 
pect that other sections of the 
country will be Invaded. 


Considered merely as a household 


nuisance, the Argentine ant is bad 
enough—worse. Indeed, 
than - all 


other species put together. But it 
Is harmful in many other way*. 


In California it does much damage 


to orange trees ,by destroying the 
blossom*, which it seeks In order 
to suck their nectar. This me«n*. 
of course, that the trees do not set 
fruit. 


It injures many ilnds t>t plant* by 


eating the ywmK flower -"buds. " 


The- worker ants dig up lettuce 
seed as soon ai sown, and can; it 
away to their nests. They pay no 
attention to-Sulphur or tobscct* dust 
strewn to keep them off, but simply 
burrow through It 
The only ef- 
fect!** protection thus far dlieov- 


• ered Jfc thir of sifting cora meal 
.over the beds. For It seems ibat. 


the ants like corn meal particularly 
our1!!, nnj it occupies .theii' atten- 
tion. «n;il the seeds bave had Ume 
to sprout 


Tuis ant has already* put' a num- 


ber of beekeepers in California out 
of business by carrying off their 
honey from the hives—apparently 
•finding, this more profitable than 
"milking" the honoy aphldae the 
Insect ''domesticated" for that pur- 
pose by most ant species. 


Did anybody ever hear of such a 


horrible ant? The answer li that 
nobody ever diJ until 1SSI. when it 
was: first ooticfid in the neighbor* 
•hood of New Orleans. Since thsn.
